No cead 
body is fuffered to lie on the freet but for pubic infpeftion, and of » 
tokea of ignominy, expofing ui to public fhame ; and if the Maver hed 
heen afhaored of bis deed, he wowld pot have expefed the ums gie ' 
cafe of the vietim of nis Cage to pul lic view. But the prople te 
prefents « iis mafter as g! of mg i he atcheerements ; and a8 o6 . 
the crac! La 19 triumph aPoog + the furrounds zg” % Accord "ge 
* ty we are told-——* They of the ve rm Trearee d tongetsand rations 
* thal (ee their dead bodies —which weceflarily teppotes thew e ; 
ter of the witnefles thall be propaied among all the nations; and chat 
it Chall be intimared to them at the (ome time, in what place they may 
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The fcene of this butchery is faid to be * the ftreet of the great city.” 
Which city this is weare told by the angel in Rev, xvii. lat. Ie is 
the great city called Myfery, Babjlom the Great or Rome—the only 
‘ city, that in John’s day, teigned ovet the kings of the earth.’ But as 
a great city has always more flreets than one, we may be fure, that our 
tranfletion errsin rendering the word—————the ftreet, as if this great 
city haft but one. It mutt meana ftreet, or fome one of the ten king- 
doms of the Romap empire, as when that etpire is called a city, 
kingdoms are confidered as her fireets. 

Nor are we ata lofs to know which of thefe kingdoms is here 
meant. In Frarice the witneffes were flain, and there thcir dead bodies 
frill lie, expofed to public fhame by a decree of fenate, publifhed* in its 
Journals, with maths of triumph, that the faét may be announced to all 
nations. Well may this country be called the ftreet of the great city, by 
way cf eminence, as no other nation has conttibuted fo much to increafe 
the wealth and to {upport the authority of the Roman Pontiff for many 
ages paft ; and now another beaft has arifen, profeffingto the true Ro. 
min fenate, to France this beaft owes its origin, power and wealth. To 
the papal beatt they dedicated a fmall part of their fubftance-—to the in- 
fidel beait they have dévoted their all. In France, too, the adherents to 
the {cripture-teftimony, have fuffered more butcheries, more frequent 
and eruel maffacres, than in any other of the ten kingdoms, Of thie 
the croifade, the Waldenefs in the 13th century, the affacre. of St. 
Batihelomew, the horrible perfecutions and butcheries under Lewis thee 
X1Vih, and now the Bartholomew flaughter of five years ; (fo a member 

convention called the late Revolbtion’ te fal in proof. In this 

la. stance many thoufands have been facrificed; not for popery or a 
ny moral evil, but becaufe they would not be guilty of perjury in brea- 
king the oath they {wore to fupport the conftitution of "91, nor ‘curfe 
* their king and their God, defpife dominionand fpesk evil of dignities.’ 
Was wot this to fuffer for righteoufnefs fake ? ; 
it is added—*They ef the peoples and kindreds, * &c. fhafl not foffee 
‘their dead bodies to be put in graves’, How punétually has this been 
fulfilled ! Not to fuffer a dead body tobe put ina grave fometimes 
fignifies infamy or acurfe. ‘Thus by the la'v of nations, traitors and 
malefactors are deprived of the honour of burial. So alfo the fpirit of 
God threatened a king of Ifreal that he fhould be * buried with a burial 
of an afs,’ Jer. xxii. 19. meaning, he fhould not have the honour of the 
gtave. Andif, in the cafe before us, it had been faid, that the murder. 
ers of the witneffes would not fuffer their bodies to be buried, it mu 
mean the fame thing here. But we are told, that not the mutderers, 
but the peoples in the other nations, who faw the hotrid deed, would 
not fuffer their dead bodies to be put in graves, From this it is evi- 
dent, thatthe not fuffertng them to be buried; means fome great honour 
procured for them by thefe peoples, kindreds, tongues, and nations, obtaine 


ed in defpite andto the great regret of thefe mifcreants, who had killed 
chem. This 
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This has been fully verified in the prefent cafe. The rulers in the 

French Revolution have done their utmoft to bury the fcriptures, that 
their name and memorial may perifh from the earth. Yea, they lave 
boafted of burying the fabbath, the inftituted fgx of connection be- 
¢ween God and man, ever fince man was on theearth. Buttheir con- 
duét has been execrared by all the European nations, who ftill profefling 
@ veneration for the Scriptures as of divine authority, will not foffer 
their memory to perifh, orto be buried in oblivion—the only burial 
competent to witneflesofthis kind. © 
But it may be objected, that there are many Deifts, if not Athietts, in 
other countries of Europe, as all true Jacobinsare profeflediy fo ; all of 
whom would give their hearty confent to the burial of the {cripture teft- 
imony, and confequently cannot be faid to ufe their influence to prevent 
ft. This, alas! is too true ; but the prophecy does not fay that all tie 
people in‘any nation would concur in oppofing the fculpture of the 
witnefles. It only fays, * They of the peoples and kindreds, and tongues 
and nations,” would do fo ; that is, fome of the people in every natian 
would continue ftedfaft in the caufe of troth—woild boldly refufe ro 
¢ curfe God or the King,’ or abandon the teftimony of Jefus at any haz- 
ard whatever; even when threatened bv their countrymen to be expoled 
to the fury of the monfter from the bottomblefs pif, ‘That thisis the 
fenfe of thephrafe, cannoi be doubted, as ‘ they of the people,” who re- 
fufe to fuffer the Burial of the witneffes, are plainly diftingvithe! tron» 
another clafs of seople, who were called in ver (e 10, inhabitants of “the 
earth, or are faid * todwell upon theearth,’ and co rejoice in the dettruc. 
tion of the two prophets, , 
That the phrafe ‘to dwell on the earth’ is expreflive of the chara&ter, 
ef the wicked, and applied in fcripture todenote the reprobate, who 
fhall finally perith, itisclear from the ufe the angel makes of it in 
Rev. xvii. 8. ¢ The beaft chat thou faweft, « was and isnot; and they 
* that dwell on the earth thall wonder (whofe names were not writen in 
* the book of life from the foundation of the warld) when the healt, &ec,” 
Here, it is obvious, ‘ they that dwell on the earth, are contrafted with 
thofe, whofe names are writen in the Lamb’s book of life, or the righ- 
teous, who are faid to dwell inheaven, Rev. xviii. 6.in which chapter 
they are oppofed to the wicked in the fame terins as in the “17th chap- 
ter. 

" While thefe that dwell in heaven look on the dead bo lies of the wit- 
neffes with pity, we are told, (ver. 10.) ¢ they that dwell upon the earth 
* fhall rejoice over them, and make merry, and fhall fend gifts one to a- 
* nother ; becaufe thefe two prophets tormented them that dwelt on the 
* earth.’—Is has been obferved, that dwelling on-earth, in the ftyle of 
prophecy, is oppofed to dwelling in heaven. The true friends of Jefus 
are onearth, indeed, but are travellers and fojourners there, having 0 
dwelling or abiding place—their heart, their converfation isin heavens 
wheretheir treafure and inheritance and the houfe eternal in the hea- 
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vens is their dwelling. Br+ infidels are moft properly faid to dwell on 
earth, as in it they have their part and portion—the. grave is the bouns 
dary of aheir profpeét,and a!l their hopes terminate in the .prefent fife 
and world, . Such haye everbeen enemies to the teftimony of Jefus, and 
ail who hold it ; but it isonly of late that we have beheld this enmity dif. 
played in the moft. full and undifguifed exertions of malevolence in any 
of the Evropean nations.. In France, however, we have now feen the 
truth and propriety of the defcription in this verfe, What rejoicing, 
what merry-making,what boafting, what fending of gifts toone another, 
what mutual congratulations, have we not read in the: journals of the 
Convention ? And_all on account of what they call the downfall of fue 
peritition, that is of chriftianity in eyery form, corrupted or fimple, 
Have they not boafiea of burying the, fabbath,. and of changing the 
chriftian baptifm into a figa ef Initiation into republican principles of 
civilgovernment, which youth are taught inftead of Scriptures of truth 2 
Does not even Thomas aine boaft that he has no hible ?—And what ° 
is the reafon of all this merriment at the death of the witnefies ? 

. *Becaufe thefe two pr -phets tormented them that dwelt on the earth ? 
No wonder, then, although Thomas Paine, and his affociates keep no bi- 
ble. — It torments their confciences---it reprobates their fentiments and. 
condudt---itteils them their hearts are deceitful above all things, and 
defperately wicked ; that they are corrupt, their works yile, and that 
nove of tien does good, filling their hearts with tormenting prefages of 
fuiurity---a_ fearful looking tor of judgment and of fiery indignation to 
to deGour them, and all who difobey the gofpel. » Painful, fenfations 
thefe! Who would not ftudy to get rid of fuch troublefome monitors ?. 
Who would chufe to be tormented ? For this reafon the Pope and his 
elergy kept the two. teft»ments under lock and , key, or imprifoned the 
two prophets, becaufe they teftified againit their corruptions of Chriftian« 
ity: and now becaufe they. teftify againft the infidelity of our French 
Popes, their utter deftruétion is aimed at. King Herod imprifoned John 
Baptift, becaufe he reproved his vices; and for the fame reafon his daugh- 
ter got the prophe:’s head in a ~~ and carried it to her mother, 
that they might hold a Freneh civic feaft on it. Herod was the Pope 
of the times; Herodias and her daughter the Convention—amid& mer- 
riment and dancing they plotted the deftruction of the prophet, aad bro’t 
him to the guillotine. [Te be continued.

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then it certain it lies no where at all. ‘Thus, for infance, if the vice of 
® wicious a& of will, lies not in the nature of the 2é, but the caufe ; fo 
that its being ofa bad nature will not make it all our fault, uniefs ic ari- 
fes from fome faulty determination of oer's, as its caufe, or fomething in 
gs that is our fault ; then, for the fame reafon, reither can the viciouf- 
nefs of that caufe lie in the nafure of the thing itfelf, but in its caufe : 
that evil determination Of ours is not our fault, merely becaufe it is a bad 
nature, unlefs it arifes from fome caufe in us that is our fault. - And 
when we come to this higher caufe, ftill the reafon of the thing holds 
good ; though this caufe be of a bad nature, yet we are not to blame 
en that account, unlefs it arifes from fomething faulty in us. Nor yet 
¢an blame-worthinefs lie in the nature of this cou/e, but in the caule of 
that. And thus we muft drive faultinefs back ftep to ftep, from a lawer 
caufe to.a higher, in infinitum : ani that is, thoroughly to banifh it 
from the world, and allow it no poffibility of exiftence any where, ‘ On 
this principle. vice, or moral evil, cannot confift in any thing that is an 
fed ; vecaufe fault does not confit in the nature of things, but in their 
caufe ; as well as becaufe effects are neceffary, being unavoidably con~ 
nected with caufe : therefore the caufe only is to biame. And fo it 
follows, that the faultinefs can lie only in that caufe, which is a caufe 
only, and.no effect of any thing.. Nor yet can it lie in this; for then it 
mutt lie in the nature of the thing itfelf ; not in its*being trom any de 
termination of out’s, nor any thing faulty in us which is the caufe, vor 
indeed from any cavfe at ali : for, by the fuppofition, it is no effect, and 
pevve ca And thushe that will maintain, it is not the nature of na- 

its or acts of will that makesthem virtuovecr faulty, but the caufe, mutt 
immediately run himfelf out of his own affertion ; and in maintaining it, 


will infenfibly contradi€t and deny it.” = Edwards on the Will.

Look at France—and 
behold the horrible picture | True it is that a few political principles are 
‘laid down’ ia the conftitution of France, the practicing of which would 
become any virtuous nation ; but as to religious principles, they are, as 
weil as her affumed virtuous political ones, bai ifhed from her prefence— 
From hence has proceeded that criminal conduét towards God and man, 
thofe lufts that have attempted to detile every ordinance divine and hu- 
man ; thofe attrocities that have rendered the elder world a Maughters ; 
and thofe crimes that have metaphorfed citizens in many couctries from 
being tupporters of good order into jacobing; and Fraace, almoft into a 
pandemonium of devils !

3. ‘hen ferve 
the providence of God in the Ufe of all lawful and Gt means for attain- 
ing thy end in all honeft undertakings, having firlt recommended them 
to the divine Blefing : for know thar the Providence of God works 
ordinarily in a way of concurrence with our endeavours ; therefore fol- 
low providence, but never sun befere it.
